Since 1890 the effects of the Japanese- 
Chinese war have made themselves! 
evident, and for the fiscal year ending 
July 1, 1898, the number of Chinese 
newcomers is 2071 and of Japanese!

In other words, there were 


more Japanese new arrivals this year 
than there were Japanese residents in 
the whole country less than ten years* 
ago. A still further addition to the 
country's Japanese population has 
been made by the Hawaii annexation. 
By the census of 1896 there were in 
Hawaii 24,407 Japanese inhabitants, 
and 21,816 Chinese inhabitants. The 
effect of these additions will be to 
make, probably, the Chinese popula-

was probably because of thisnnder- 
•nding that he received an invita- 
n from so staid and distinguished a 
dy as the British Association. Here 
the story of his wanderings as pre- 
red by M. Rongemont himself. 
la the year 1863 I left home, a mere 
uth, and engaged in a pearl-fishing 
ature on board the Dutch schooner 
ielland. Our pearling grounds lay 
tween the Australian coast and 
itch New Guinea. After about ten 
mths toe vessel was wrecked on a 
tall coral island, situated about 
irteen degrees south and 125 de- 
ees east, off the northwest coast of 
tstralia. I was absolutely alone, 
re that I had the captain's dog with 
s. 
On this island, or, rather, Band- 


it, I lived for two years and under- 
int much suffering. At the end of 
tttime a party of blacks, who had 
en blown out to sea from the Aus- 
ilian main, were cast upon the 
and on a native raft, such as is used 
fishing expeditions. After a furtb- 
period of six mouths' waiting for 
rorable winds, we set out together 
a boat built from the wreak of the 
booner. and I landed with my com- 
mons on the const of Australia in 
e year 1S66—the exact locality was 
unbridge Gulf, on the northwest 
ast. Of course, I made many ex- 
rsioau in various directions, always 
th the hope of reaching civilization, 
thor overlnnd or by sea. Evidently, 
iwever, I arifted into the centre of 
« confane&c, nist only reached oml- 
»tion in 1S95, sfter an exile of up- 
ird of thirty years. 
When I fitst lauded OB tb.p Auaira- 
m mam it nay be necessary to bear 
mind that I was absolutely destitute 
without clothes, tools or instrii- 
ents of any kiad, etcept a harpoon, 
stiletto aud a steel tcisakawit. I 
>d no book except a New Testament 
the French and English language; 
I maps and charts had been swept 
ray by the heavy seas that preceded 
e wreck. I had no writing materials 
batevar; it was therefore impossible 
r me, even if at that time I had had 
e wish, to make any scientific ob- 
irvationsor to record my wanderings, 
or a time, however, I did make notes 
i the blank leaves and margins of 
ie Testament, using blood for ink 
id a quill from a wild boar as a pen. 
his book was, unfortunately, lost 
tei my return to civilization in the 
rack of the steamer Matura, which 
u lost in the Strait; of Magellan in 
14 t>rAa«nt year of 1898. 
-<•«••», 


When I lauded on the continent, I 
ilieve vast tracts of it were unex- 
lored, and certainly my own knowl 
ige of Australian geography was very 
nail and vague. If I had known 
ren the exact outline of Australia, it 
ould have saved rue many terrible 
turneys and years of suffering. 
As I 


ave already said, I landed on the 
tat side of Cambridge Gulf, as nearly 
I1 can now remember, that is to say, 
ueen's Channel, which was the home 
i my native companions, who found 
leir way back with me from the little 
let by steering by the stars. For 
>me little time I remained in the 
imp of their tribe, where I was ro- 
sived in a most friendly way in con- 
tquence of the introduction and 
spresentations of my native wife, 
his woman was one of the family 
[ blacks that had been cast upon my 


When we Janded, uearly all the 
.embers of the tribe and many indi 
tdnaU from other tribes were gathered 
i see the first white man they had 
irer beheld. They were not so much 
srprised, however, at my personal 
apearance as at the form of my foot- 
rints. which differed very greatly 
om theirs, aud the few articles I pos 
tssed filled them with amazement, 
specially my boat. This boat, which 
built on the island from the wreck, 
ad in which I reached the mainland 
ith the party of natives, was, nnfor- 
inately, lost in an encounter with a 
hale, aad with it disappeared my 
»pes of reaching Somerset, at Cape 
ork. a settlement of which I bad 
[ten heard the pearlers speak. Thus 
was obliged to make the attempt by 
nd, and I started with my wife about 
otober, 1867, intending to travel due 
ist to the Queensland coast. 
After 


x or seveu months' traveling, at first 
rer a fiat coast land diversified by 
olated hills, and then through an 
evatod and very broken country, ] 
»ached a desolate and waterless re 
ion covered with spinifex, where we 
9th suffered terribly front thirst, am 
at for the skill of my native wife IB

should probably never have come 
through it 


We soon found that we had eoine 


considerably farther sooth than we 
intended, and 10 we struck tine north 
•ud eventually reached a flooded river 
flowing eastward, which presently led 
us to the aea. 
This river was proba- 


bly the Bopa, entering the Golf of 
Carpentaria, but as I did not know of 
the existence of such a guli I believed 
we had reached the Queensland coast, 
and I at once inquired of the tribes 
we met for the nearest settlement of 
white men. 
These natives were the 


most savage and hostile I ever en- 
countered in all my wanderings. They 
attacked at night, bat, having bees 
warned by my native wife, we retired 
from our gnayah, or shelter of boughs, 
and slept in the bash without a Are. 
In the morning we would find oar 
shelter riddled with spears. 


At length, after several months of 


coasting, we found the land trending 
0 the west; and here, at Baffle's Bay 
irobably, we fouid a Malay proa. We 
anded on the northern coast of Mel- 
ville Island, and after we had again 
•cached the coast of the mainland 
hrough Aspley Strait, we experienced 
1 terrible storm, which mast have 
driven as past Port Darwin. 
For 


whole nights my native wife and I 
would be immersed in the sea, cling- 
ing on to the gunwale of oar frail 
craft. At last, about eighteen months 
after we had left my wife's home in 
,he Cambridge Gulf region, we one 
day recognized certain islands and 
also the coast, and soon afterward we 
bund ourselves, to my great surprise, 
at the very spot from which we had 
started. 


The next attempt I made was to the 


southwest, starting after some months 
of rest, and coasting in the dugout as 
ar IB King's Sound. 
I landed upon 


and explored many of the islands dot- 
ted along that extensive stretch of 
coast, and in some of them I found 
oaves with rude drawings on the 
rocks. On what was probably Bigge'g 
[gland I found a cairn of stones, 
which I readiiy taw must have been 
the handiwork of a white man. 
We 


returned to the old camp overland, 
crossing the King Leopold ranges, 
which were finely wooded, and ap- 
peared to be largely composed of 
jranite. 


We next struck what waa probably 


the Orde Kiver, which we followed 
down tc Cambridge Gulf, and re- 
turned along the coast to our own 
iiome. 
On returning from this jour- 


ney I felt little inclination to make 
mother attempt, and for three years I 
lived among the natives, becoming ac- 
customed to tli» life and flnduig it 
not disagreeable. The desire to reach 
civilization returned, and about the 
year 1873 I started with my wife, re- 
solving this time to cross the conti- 
nent to the south, as I knew in a 
•vague kind of way that there were 
great towns on the coast somewhere 
to the south. 
I had only the very 


baziest idea, hon ever, of their posi- 
tion. 
The tribes were very numer- 


ous, and altogether it was very thickly 
populated. 
I never traveled due 


south, but found it expeditious to go 
from tribe to tribe aud from water- 
bole to waterbole. Besides having my 
native wife with me, I waa armed with 
a certain mystic message stick and, 
best of all, I had the power of amus- 
ing tiie tribes by means of acrobatic 
performances, my steel weapons, and 
the bark of my dog, who could also 
go through a little performance on bis 
own account, dancing to the tune of 
my reel whistle. 
I emphasize thes« 


things because they saved my life 
over and over again. 


When we were perhaps seven 


months out we came suddenly upon 
four white men. At this time we were 
with a small party of blacks, who were 
on a punitive expedition. 
The party 


had already been attacked by these 
same white men aud had retaliated, 
and, therefore, they were by no means 
disposed to be friendly. Naturally, 
in the excitement of the moment. I 
forgot that I was virtually a black 
man myself, and rushed upon them, 
but they promptly fired upon us and 
retreated. I now know them to have 
been the Giles expedition of 1674. 
I 


should point out that I was perfectly 
naked, like the savages, and was 
anointed with the same protective 
covering of black, greasy clay which 
is used by the natives to ward off cold 
and the attacks of insects, but apart 
from this, the sun had long since 
tanned my skin out of all resemblance 
to a European. Repulsed in this way 
more than ones, I despaired of ever 
making my real character known* 
Two or , three weeks after the en- 
counter my wife came upon the tracks 
of a man whom she described as a 
white man, and as a man no longer in 
his aencea. 
She deducted this latter 


fact from the eccentric circles which 
the tracks followed. 
Following up 


these tracks, we did find a white man 
alone aud dying front thirst. He waa 
hopelessly imbecile. 
He lived with 


me for two years, a serious inenm- 
brance, aud never regained his in- 
telligence until just before he died. 
He asked who I was, and where he 
was, and then he said his name was 
Gibson, and that he had been a mem 
l>er of the Giles expedition. 
The 


place where he wa* lost waa, I now 
understand, called by the Giles ex- 
pedition "Gibson'a Desert," and it 
lies in the southeast of Western Aus- 
tralia. 


After Gibson's death I made up mi 


mind to end n»y days in solitude, and 
the reason tor (Us waa partly that I 
to dieapp'-' 


every Urn* au opportunity offered it* 
aelf to rewra to civilization, and 
partly, alao, 011 the urgent solicitations 
of my wife and the tribes with whom 
I lived. They pointed out to tne that 
I had everything a man could want, 
and that I could be King among them. 
It was, moreover, quite evident to 
them that my follow white men did 
not want me. 
Thus for something 


like twenty years I made my home: 
with them ia the mountainous region 
near the centre of the continent, where 
I ultimately became Kiug or ruler 
over a number of large tribes. From 
this mountain home I made frequent 
long journeys aad traversed at one 
time or another a great part of the in- 
terior of the continent. 


Once I followed on the camel track 


of a white party with the trib? for the 
purpose of picking up empty tins and 
for other things useful to us, and I 
came upon an Australian newspaper. 
! remember it was the Sydney Town 
and Country Journal, bearing date 
somewhere between 1874 and 1876. 
It was a surprise indeed. 
I read it 


over and over, until I bad learned it 
oy heart, and I preserved it in an 
epimgum skin cover until it was liter- 
ally worn to pieces 


Much of the information this news- 


paper contained puzzled me greatly, 
and I nearly worried myself into in- 
sanity over a statement that "the 
deputies of Alsace and Lorraine had 
refused to vote in the German Parlia- 
ment and had walked out." Turn it 
over how I might, I could not under- 
stand how the representatives of two 
great departments in my own country 
could possibly be in the German Par- 
liament—knowing absolutely nothing, 
of course, of the war of 1870. 


The tribe over which 1 reigned was 


composed of beings who were certain- 
ly low !down in the human scale, but 
at the same time they have elaborate 
laws which govern their daily life pre- 
cisely as in the ease of civilized peo- 
ple. They are savages, repulsive in 
appearance, who have not even risen* 
to such a point of civilization as to 
have permanent houses, abdicted to 
cannibalism, aud altogether of a very 
degraded type. 


While my natives did not, as a role, 


paint the body on great occasions,such 
as corroborees, initation ceremonies 
and other festivities, they paint and 
decorate themselves elaborately, each 
tribe having its own design of decora* 
tion, and even a geometrical design 
Tor each ceremony. The pigments 
used in decoration are of many colors, 
jut chiefly yellow, led, white and 
ilaet. Ordinarily the only clothing 
cnown consists of a mating of greasy 
clay, mixed with chai coal. This serves 
many purposes. It keeps off the cold 
luring the winter, and is alao a pro- 
motion against the attacks of insects. 
[a summer a special kind of pigment 
is used to keep off insects, and this 
material is scented with a kuid of 
pennyroyal. 


Cannibalism prevails to a very great 


extent, but is governed by many rules. 
Usually it is the slain victims in battle 
that are eatea by the victorious side, 
and as the object seems to be to ac- 
quire the valor and virtues of the per- 
son eaten I endeavored to wean the 
tribes from cannibalism by assuring 
them that, if they made bracelets, 
anklets aud necklaces out of the dead 
man's hair, tbtsv would achieve their 
end equally well. When a family 
grows too large, and the mother—be- 
ing the beast of burden—is unable to 
carry one of the children, the father 
orders it to be clubbed and eaten. 
This, however, is entirely actuated by 
love, as the natives have a horror of 
natural dewy. Maimed and deformed 
children are alao killed and eaten. 
Women aud people who die a natural 
death are never eaten. When a man 
has to be enten there is always a grand 
corroboree. 
The natives are not 


ashamed to confessed cannibalism, nor 
is an individual considered unclean 
after joining in a feast 


From this account it may appear 


that my natives were not «pleasant 
people to live among. But I found the 
reverse to be the case. They were il- 
ways cheerful, obedient and defer- 
ential in their manner, and many 
times did I owe my life to the care ex- 
ercised by my faithful native wife. It 
was possible to devise many occupa- 
tions, vhich were at least suffioent to 
pass thj time. For amusement I used 
to search the beds of the watercourses 
for curious stones. In a» great many 
of these watercourses I found both 
coarse »nd find gold, and in some in- 
stances the creeks were extremely rich 
in alluvial gold. 


I found great quantities of gem 


stones of every shape and color, 
which o»nld be distinguished by look- 
ing through them when wet. In some 
cases the prevailing color of the stones 
would be various shades of red, in 
others blue, and in rarer cases green. 
This I took respectively to be ruby, 
sapphire and emerald. On occasion I 
came across a range of granite hills 
extending several miles, and the ad- 
jacent creeks contained large quanti- 
ties of pieces of , broken reef* aud 
lodes and water-worn pebbles, also 
immense quantities of heavy black 
•and, which 1 supposed to be imn, 
bnt which I now know to be tin. Ill 
another district I found large quanti- 
ties of native copper lying about in 
pieces. 


My wiid life came to an end at last. 


An epidemic eJ influenza swept over 
the country and carried off my wife. 
My sui vivirnj ehiluicu «¥itre also swept 
away. Thus left alone, without the 
old interest* that has made life toler 
able, I determined to make a last 
effort to teach my own people, and 
leaving my mountain home I set oat 
for the southwest. On this, however, 
as in all ray journeys, I waa never 
able to take a direct line, bnt had to 
go hither-and thither with the tribes 
among whom I waa sojoarning. After 
a tinw I found a tree marked Forrest, 
the name of the explorer who had 
pawed that way, fcnd taming sonthl 
»t length m»» * !""".? f " - " -e 


many days north of Mount Marga, the 
nearest camp. 


Taught by bitter previous expert* 


eaee, I knew that before I could ap- 
pear among the whites I should have 
to get some of my natives to procure 
some slothes for me by &cv m*ans 
known to them. When at length I 
presented myself before th« white 
men I was afraid they did not at first 
look with favor on their guest I an- 
swered their questions, and when they 
heard I was without mates and had 
been journeying hither from the in- 
terior for nine or ten months they 
were convinced I was a person of 
intellect. A question of my own, 
"What year is this?" convinced them 
altogether that they were right in 
their conjecture. 
However, in the 


end I obtained help and work, and in 
1895 I reached Melbourne, whence by 
slow stages and not without difficul- 
ties I got back to Europe. 


ROOFING A FARM. 


Betuarkabl* FrecmaUoM ta Protect a 


VsUfomU Orchard Fnwn Frort. 


Frost is a frequent feature of orange 


growing in California and many de- 
vices for keying it from harming the 
orchards ha'e been tried from time to 
time with oriy partial success. 


During the day {he earth and trees 


become warn, bnt as the night cools 
the. atmosptere the process of radia- 
tion aeta in and the heat from the earth 
and the tre»» is carried off, th« cold, 
frosty atnusphere taking Its place. 
This warm air mast not be allowed to 
escape. The fact was evident that the 
trees must be covered. 


A fog w>nld do this effectually, bnt 


fogs canntt be manufactured to order. 
The idea was oonoeived by a Mr. 
Everest oi covering the orchard with 
canvas, wlich could be rolled up in 
the mornhg and let out at night. One 
acre was covered in this way and it 
was fount to be expensive and un- 
stable, asthe canvas would get wet 
and decay Thee Mr. Ey« s»S thought 
of a coveting of leather, and it was 
tried, waf a succ^s and to-day is an 
accomplished fact. 


A visit lo this ranch would remove 


any doub* one might have regarding 
the feasibility of the new plan. A dial 
set in the ceiling of the house at the 
head of tie stairs indicates the direc- 
tion of tie wind at any time of the 
night or lay. At another place cau 
be seen t system of electric bells. 
These ring when the thermometer has 
fallen to a dangerous temperature. 
The men are then called up and a pro- 
ee§^pf.fi?inR m^i« «-omn««nqed. m And 
yet with ill these precautions the frost 
has of ten been too quick. 


Now the trees are roofed in with 


canvas and laths. Although this shel- 
ter has been used over but 'fifteen 
acres, the entire ranch will be covered 
as soon as the work cau be done. Last 
spring the fruit which was covered 
matured perfectly, while that uncov- 
ered was more or less injured. 


The operation is perhaps considered 


an expensive one, but when the value 
of a crop is considered it is infinitesi- 
mal. The cost is about $400 to the 
acre. It has been demonstrated that 
the temperature is some five degrees 
higher under the cover than outside, 
with no fire at all, while with a small 
fire the temperature can be brought 
up eight degrees higher. With this 
cover the rancher is absolutely sure 
of a crop from any citrus orchard.— 
San Francisco Call.

G-uttapercha from the leaves of the 


caoutchouc tree is now being used by 
French makers, of submarine cables. 
It has all the advantages of the pro- 
duct from incision into the tree, while 
less expensive and more durable. 


A new kind of carbon for arc lamps 


is reported to have been patented in 
Russia. It is made from ninety per 
cent, of very pure carbon and ten per 
cent, of carburet of silioinm, the in- 
gredients being very finely pulverized 
and agglomerated with pitch. 


To increase the durability of lime 


stones used for buildings, a French 
engineer proposes to coat their anr 
faces with a solution of hydrate ol 
baryta, which is finally converted into 
barium carbonate or sulphate, both of 
which are hard and insoluble.
